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SKETOHR OF HIS LIFE, 


 @. A Colquitt Bern in Walton County, Geor- 

gill gia, 1824. 
Alfred H. Colquitt was born in Walton 
county, Georgia, in 1824. He was the son of 
Jion. Walter T. Colquitt, One of the abiest 
and most brilliant men of his day. It was 
gaid of the elder Colquitt that he had no 
superior as an orator. He was alxo an em- 


inent jurist and a statesman of the very 


first rank. 

Surrounded by such an infinence as that 
which came from the life and public career 
of his father, it is then no wonder that his 
talents should have ripened early. It was 
discovered at a very early age that he was 
in possession of much of his father’s bril- 
diant intellect. 

He ts Sent to Princeton. 

Accordingly it was agreed upon to give 

him the advantages of the best education. 
As soon as he had completed his academic 
studies in his native state he was sent to 
Princeton college in New Jersey. There he 
applied himself to his books with an ar- 
dent and unremitting assiduity that clearly 
revealed him as a student of no ordinary 
thirst for knowledge. His penetrations were 
quick and he soon mastered his difficult 
studies. It was the remark of his classmates 
that he was undoubtedly the brightest man 
in the class. 
' He was also fond of athletic sports and 
Spent a large part of his time in the open 
air. He delighted in the excitement of the 
Playground, and could leap as high and 
shout as loud as any sophomore at that cel- 
ebrated institution of learning. 

The expansion of young Colquitt while at 
Princeton was in the line of oratory and de- 
baie, as well as in study and athletics. He 
Was a reguiar attendant upon the meetings 
of his college society and- spoke and de- 
bated whenever the opportunity presented. 

He enjoyed a wide friendship Among the 
etudents, and was very popular while at col- 
lege. He was genial, polite and affable, and 
mo one relished a joke more heartily or 
could tell one more happily. ‘Colquitt, 
you are going to make a stump speaker yet, 
mark what I say,’ exclaimed one of his 
fellow students, with inspired utterance, 
and in a friendly outburst of enthusiasm. 

“Perhaps you are right,” said the student 
dblushihg. “I may be.” 

As soon as young Colquitt returned to 
Georgia, after graduating with high honor 
from Frinceton, he began to apply himself 
to the study of law. 

Gives Up the Study of Law. 

He made considerable progress in the 
Study of his books and seon acquired the 
fundamental principles of his profession. 
The idea grew upon him, however, that 
while he was fond of oratory and debate, 
he was not exactly fitted for the detail 
and drudgery of the practice. There was 
something distasteful about it to him, al- 
though the law was at that time the pro- 
fession of souti.ern gentlemen and was hon- 
Ored by many a patrician name. 

His predilections were in the line of agri- 
culture. He loved the occupation of farming 
and delighted to breathe in the healthy and 
soul-inspiring atmosphere of rural lifes 
Yielding to the instinct of the farmer he 
s00n deserted the forum for the fields, and 
gag the career of a young Georgia plan- 

er. 

It was just about this time that his 
father resigned his seat in the United 
States senate, and was succeeded by ¢x- 
Governor Towns. That was in 17. 

First Appearance in Pablic. 

Though Colquit had given up the practice 
of the law he had not by any means sur- 
rendered his love of politics. : 

Hie was a born political leader, and as 
Such the instinct of leadership could not be 
suppressed. : 

His first appearance in public life was in 
i819. He was then the assistant secretary 
of the state senate.

Ten years after the war General Colquitt 
was exalted tothe gubernatorial chair of 
the commonwealth. _.. 

During the deeade which had followed the 
surrender of arms at Appomattox he had 
devoted himself to the peaceful employment 
of agriculture. He was an ardent lover of 
rural seenes and otcupations, as we have 
before mentioned, and his greatest delight 
was to stand .on the back veranda of his 
farmhouse and survey the receding. acres 
of his fertile plantation. 

While thns employed as a “Georgia farm- 
er,’’ planting his crops in the spring. and 
reaping their increase in the autumn, the 
name of General Colquitt was mentioned 
in connection with that of Governor Smith 
for the office which the hatter eccupied. 

The term of Governor Smith was rapidly 
drawing to its close and the newspapers and 
politicians of the state began to “cast 
about’ for his successor. In this connec- 
tion the name of Alfred H. Colquitt was 
mentioned. 

It suited the popular heart exactty. The 
people of the state as a unit were proud of 
the illustrious war -record of General Col- 
quitt. They were moreover satisfied from 
the frequent manifestations of his ability 
hat much of the genius, and eloquence 
which had been associated with the name 
of Walter T. Colquitt; his distinguished 
father, had been inherited by his chivalric 
and pafriotic son. 

The gubernatorial convention met in At-

quitt had grown to such a measure that he 
fas gravely mentioned as a candidate for 
governor of Georgia. 

Before the Wrar. 

After his term of office expired he re- 
sumed his farming operations in Baker 
county. He figured prominently, however, 
in the political affairs of his district and 
was an active and earnest factor in pro- 
moting the ends of his party. 

He was a member of the state democratic 
convention that met in 1860, and was cho- 
sen as an alternate with William H. Dab- 
ney to the national convention that nomi- 
nated Breckinridge and Lane. The electors 
at large were Charles J. McDonald and 
Henry R. Jackson. Colquitt, however, was 
afterwards substituted in the place of Me- 
Donald. 

Member of the Secession Convention. 

Colauitt was an ardent secessionist. He 
believed in the sovereignty of the state and 
was one of the acknowledged leaders of his 
political party. 

When the secession convention of 1861 
met at Milledgeville Colquitt was one of 
the delegates. That body of men was, per- 
haps, the most intellectual and the most 
thorcughly wrought up over the existing 
prubléms of any bedy of men that has ever 
gathered in Georgia. They were stcrmy 
and turbulent hours that were passed in 
that convention. The flashes of intellect 
were as brilliant as the lightning, while 
the furor of passion was like a volcanic 
eruption. Toombs was there and Stephens 
avd Hill, and Cobb and Johnson and all the 
prominent leaders of the state. 

The secessionists carried the day, and as 
soon as the vote was taken the colonial 
flag was hoisted over the capitol, The 
greatest excitement prevailed. Judge Nis- 
bett, who had been a conservative, moved 
the appointment of seventeen members to 
report an ordinance of secessicn. 

™:. following committee was thereupon 
appointed: Chairman, E. A. Nisbett? Rob- 
ert Toombs, H. V. Johnson, Francis 8. 
Bartow, H. Ll. Benning, G. D. Rice, W. M. 
Brown, T. R. R. Cobb, T. H. Trippe, A. H. 
Kenan, A. H. Stephens, James Williamson, 
B. H. Hill, E. W. Chastain, Augustus 
Reese and Alfred H. Colquitt. 

It will be seen that Governor Colquitt was 
a member of the committee that reported 
the ordinance of secession, 

He Organizes the First Regiment. 

We have omitted to state that Governor 
Colquitt had been a soldier and afterwards 
an officer in the Mexican war of 184. He 
distingtished himself by his gallant service 
and attained the rank of major. 

Accordingiy, when the war of 1861 broke 
out he was not without experience as to 
the hardships and dangers of a soldier. 
He knew what it was to face the enemy 
and to endure the fatigues of the march, 

He was nothing loath, however, when 
hostilities began to enter the confederate 
service. He organized the first regiment 
of Georgia troops that went. out from the 
state. It was afterwards Known as the 
Sixth Georgia regiment. | 

His War Record. 

e war record of Governor 
Colquitt was characterized by a dash and 
gallantry that placed him in the front rank 
of confederate officers. He was in every 
engagement, and aiways marched at the 
head of his men. From the rank of a 
colonel he was steadily promoted until he 


wore on his collar the insignia of a major

The names of several prominent Georgians, 
among them General L. J. Gartrell, Hon. 
Herschel! V. Johnson and Colonel Thomas 
Hardeman, were ~-placed in opposition to 
thut of General Colquitt. The result of 
the fight, however, was a large majority 
for General Colquitt, and he was declared, 
amid a storm of applause, the democratie 
nominee for governor of Georgia. 

The republicans during the same month 
met at Macon, Ga., and nominated Hon. 
Jonathan Norcross as their choice for that 
position. 

It proved, however, to be a mere formal- 
ity on the part of the republican party to 
put out a candidate. The standard bearer 
of that political organization was completely 
squelched. 

The election occurred in October and the 
vote was unprecedented. The majority of 
General Colquitt over Mr. Norcross was 
77,854 votes. P 

Governor Colquitt was duly inaugurated 
and immediately upon entering his office he 
began the discharge of its arduous and re- 
sponsible duties. He realized that his labors 
were by no means trivial, and that the 
greatest amount of care and diligence, as 
well as statesmanlike sagacity, were need- 
ed to compass the expectations of those who 
had elected him. 

The financial policy of Governor Colquitt's 
administration was economic and prudential. 
His views in regard to the railroad interests 
of the state and his shrewd business sa- 
gacity and judgment were distinctly mark- 
ed. Senator B. H. Hill, by the first legis- 
lature that met under Governor Colquitt, 
was transferred from the house of repre- 
sentatives to the senate of the United 
States, as the successor of Hon. Thomas 
M. Norwood, of Savannah. 

Cenvenution of 1877. 

It was during the administration of Gov- 
ernor Colquitt that the great constitutional] 
convention of 1877 was called together. 

The chairman of that convention was ex- 
Governor Charles J. Jef§kins. 

Among the distinguished men who con- 
stituted the personnel of that remarkable 
gathering were Hon. Robert Toombs, Gen- 
eral L. J. Gartrell, Hon. Joshua Hill, Gen- 
eral A. R. Lawton, Colonel N. J. Hammond, 
Judge J. R. Brown, Colonel L. N. Tram- 
mell Colonel P. L.. Mynatt and many others. 

A mote intellectual body of men never 
gathered in the state of Georgia. There 
‘were two United States senators, eight 
congressmen, seventeen judges and scores 
of ex-members of the general assembly. 
The convention remained in session for 
about forty-five days. ' 

General Toombs appeared before it in 
the celebrated discussion of the state own- 
ership of railroads. The work of that con- 
vention is a part of the history and juris- 
prudence of the state. The homestead laws 
were reduced, the payment of fraudulent 
bonds was prohibited, the question of lo- 
cating the state capital waz submitted to 
the people,. the selection of circuit judges 
and solicitors was taken out of the hands 
of the chief executive and lodged in the 
suffrage of the legislature, and numerous 
other changes were recommended in the 
code of law. 

The work of the convention was duly 
ratified by a vote of the people. 

During the fall of the same year a visit 
was made to the city by president Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes. He was greeted with sev- 
eral speeches of welcome and was given 
a public reception by Governor Colquitt. 

Governor Colquitt, during the first two 


years of his administration, by wise and 


prudent measures, succeeded in saving 
for the state the sum of $200,000. His finan- 
cial policy was broadly approved and his 
administration met with the cordial and

A terrible howl went up, however, and 
every possible argument that malice could 
devise was used to the detriment of Gov- 
ernor Colquitt. He met the aspersions with 
a dignitied composure until the legislature 
assembled, when it appeared that a major- 
ity of that body was disposed to criticise 
the action of the governor. 

This drew out his magnificent letter 
of November 6, 1878. It was’ full of the 
eloquence of his outraged feelings and 
he ‘wrote like a man who was deeply 
agrieved. 
| Colquitt’s Letter. 

Here is a paragraph of the letter: “Noth- 
ing but a thorough sifting of my every 
motive and act.in regard to these bonds, 
a3 far as human insight and judgment can 
reach these, can satisfy agrieved honor 
or give such entire assurance to the people 
of Georgia as they have a right to demand 
its the premises. To a man who values 
his good name far more than life, it would 
be an act of supremest injustice to deny the 
most plenary vendication rendered in the 
most august and authoritative form known 
to the law or to public opinion. 

“My denunciations of an awful and stu- 
pendous slander, forged and uttered to dis- 
honor me, will not be enough. The general 
assembly of this state is appealed to for that 
justice which, while it will I know full 
well, exonerate me as a man, will also 
vindieate the fair fame of Georgia, as- 
sailed by cruel slanders on her chief ex- 
ecutive, ALFRED H. COLQUITT.” 

It was a manly and outspoken letter. 
A joint committee to investigate the 
eharges against Governor Colquitt was ap- 
pointed by the general assembly. 

That committee consisted of the follow- 
ing gentlemen: A. H. Cox, R. C. Hum- 
ber, W. M. Hammond, W. J. Northen, 
H. G. Wright, John I. Hall, Allen Fort 
and A. H. Gray, of the house, and J. W. 
Preston, J. F. Troutman, H. R. Casey, 
J. P. Tison and Samuel Hawkins, of the 
senate. 3 

These gentlemen met tegether on the 12th 
of December, 1878, and the result of their 
investigations was the overwhelming vindi- 
cation of Governor Colquitt. 

It was during the year 1879 that the e¢el- 
ebrated impeachment of Comptroller W. L. 
Goldsmith occurred. The trial of Colenel J. 
W. Renfroe, in addition to several other 
investigations was held during the same 
year. ; 

Another assault upon Governor Colquitt 
grew out of these turbulent proceedings. It 
was in connection with the investigation 
of Dr. J. W. Neims, the keeper of the 
penitentiary. It was charged that Govern- 
or Colquitt had not acted in the squarest 
manner and that if Dr. Nelms was guilty 
Governor Colquitt was equally as. guilty. 
Dr. Nelms, however, was acquitted and 
Governor Colquitt was completely .exoner- 
ated. ‘ 

It was only proper, in view of the asper- 
sions Which had been heaped upon the 
governor and the various drawbacks which 
were incident to his administration, that he 
Should go before the people for re-elec- 
tion and ask for a popular endorsement. 

This he did, and, in spite of many oppo- 
nents, he plunged into that eventful cam- 
paign of 1880, 

“Bargain! Bargain!’ 

It was during the midst of this exciting 
campaign that a-very important event took 
place, and one @vhich embittered the op- 
position to Governor Colquitt. 

it was the resignation of General Gor- 
don from his seat in the United States sen- 
ate and the appointment of ex-Governor 
Joseph E. Brown to fill that vacancy. 

The cry of a “bargain’’ was raised in 
every part of the state and men who were 
high in office, in addition to many of the 
influential newspapers, took up the charg 
against the governor and assailed him in 
a most uncompromising spirit. 

Governor Colquitt, however, faced these 
charges in a very calm and resolute man- 
ner. He had previously advised the sena- 
tor to wait until the expiration of his 
term. and allow his successor to be ap- 
pointed by the legislature. 

Governor Hrown Succeeds Gordon. 

This. however, General Gordon refused to 
do, and the resignation was submitted to 
Governor Colquitt. It was, therefore, in- 
cumbent upon him to appoint his successor. 

To this high and responsible office he 
appointed ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown. 
Governor Brown was not without his ene- 
mies in high position and these were scat- 
tered generally and broadcast throughout 
the state. 

It was also known that Governor Brown 
was a man of great wealth and of some 
ambition. They easily surmised by put- 
ting things together that Governor Brown 
was instrumental in the making of that 
‘handsome offer’’ that induced the bril- 
liant Gordon to resign his seat in the 
upper house. His friendship with Colquitt 
was such that in the event of Gordon's 
resignation the appointment would surely 
come to him. 

There were many people of the state who 
were thoroughly of the opinion that a trade 
had taken place between these 
well-known Georgians. Many newspapers 
led in the attack.and the campaign was 
one of bitter personalities and of reckless 
animadversion, 

Candidates in the Field. 

The candidates in the field against Gov- 
ernor Colquitt were as follows: Hon. 
Thomas Hardeman, of Macon; Hon. Rufus 
E. Lester, of Savannah; General L. J. Gar- 
trell, of Atlanta, and Chief Justice Hiram 
Warner who had only recently resigned 
the ermine of his high judicial position. 

They were each anxious to be the choice 
of the nominating convention, which was 
to meet in the summer of that year. They 
were all gifted and able Georgians, and 
would have filled the chair with eminent 
satisfaction, 

It is necessary to state in this connection 
that the term of office had been reduced 
from four to two years, while the salary 
had also been trim med from $4,000 to $3,000. 
It was stated by the friends of Governor 
Colquitt that the salary was scarcely 
enough to defray his family expenses, and 
the only reason for his seeking a re-election 
to the office was to be endorsed by the ap- 
proval of his couptrymen. 

Meeting of the Convention. 

The convention to nominate a governor 
assembled on the 4th of August, 1880. It 
was a stormy convention, and as such has 
taken its place in histery. Colonel L. M. 
Trammell was the chairman of that body. 

It was decided that the nominee of that 
convention should have a two-thirds vote. 
This was agreed to readily by the sup- 
porters of Governor Colquitt, as a vindica- 
tion of his character by the convention in 
advance of a more thorough vindication by

ae eae of Governor Colquitt was pre- 
sented to the convention by Judge John D, 
Stewart, of Rockdale, in a ringing speech. 

For several days the balleting proceeded, 
and every effort was made by the Colquitt 
men to induce the others to come over in 
the interest of harmony.

They heid a separate convention and after 
much deliberation they declared as their 
cheice the Hon. T. M. Norwood, of Savan- 
nah. 

The nomination was accepted, and thus 
two candidates were presented to the de- 
mocracy of Georgia—Colquitt, the choice 
ef the majority, and Norwood, the candi- 
date of the minority. 

Coiguitt’s Overwhelming Majority. 

The election occurred in October, and the 
majority of Governor Colquitt over his op- 
ponent was more than. 50,000 votes. 

It was a triumphant vindication, and the 
governor was fuliy and honorably acquit- 
ted before the great tribunal of the people. 

Elected to the Senate. 

Governor Colquitt was elected to the 
United States senate in 1883 as the suc- 
cessor of Senator Hill, and again in 1889 as 
his own successor. He made a devoted 
representative of his state in the upper

Stricken in Washington with Paralysis in 
1892. 

“Senator Colquitt’s first stroke of paralysis 

occurred in Washington on the 2ith of 

July, 1892. 

It was just at that time of the year 
when the heat of the capitol city was ail- 
most intolerable. Most of the senators had 
sought refuge on the seacoast, the halis of 
congress were almost deserted and nearly 
all the representatives and officeholders had 
left the city. ‘Those who remained passed 
through the most oppressive weather ever 
recorded there. 

In spite of the earnest entreaty from his 
family and friends, Senator Colquitt stayed. 
Several. weeks before his attack he had de- 


was a brilliant effort and the force of his 
fiery argument struck with telling effect in 
the ranks of the protectionists. Exhausted 
by this effort and prostrated by the great 
heat, his health gradually gave way. 

Upon the day of his first stroke he had 
made a round of the departments in a car- 
riage. He was working for the appoint- 
ment of a friend, a young lady for whom he 
had shown great interest, and was very 
much concerned that she should receive the 
place. He was unable to get out of the car- 
riage, and complained of a dizzy, swimming 
sensation in his head. He sent the coach- 
man in at the different places to call out 
the men he wished to consult. He drove 
home abeut dinner time and went at once 
to his room. He spent the afternoon upon 
his couch reading and talking to friends. 
None of the family were at that time in 
Washington. 

Senater Colquitt had taken the precaution 
to have his servant, a colored boy, who had 
waited upon him for years, to remain in the 
room during the night. 

It was 12 o'clock, the senator had slept 
little and arose from his bed to call the 
boy. 

it was then the stroke came, and his fine 
physique collapsed in a moment. Awakened 
by the noise of Senator Colquitt’s fall, the 
boy rushed in to find him stretched sense- 
less on the floor. Other occupants of the 
house were immediately notified. Restora- 
tives were given and in a short while he 
revived. The disease, however, had iaid its 
hand heavily upon him. When the doctor 
came he pronounced the right side para- 
lyzed. At first it was thought that the dis- 
ease would prove serious, but he rapidly re- 
covered and in a few days was able tg sign 
some letters with his left hand.

MARRIAGE IS A FAILURE WITH HIM 


Many Atlanta People Know the 
Young New Yorker. 


ONE WIFE GETS $200 A MONTH | 


The Second Is to Receive Only $8 a 
W eek—She Is Too Fond of the 
Races for Him. 


New York, March 2.—(Special.)—Franklin 
Coxe is a New Yorker, formerly of the 
south, well known to many Atlantians. He 
is a son of the late Trench C. Coxe, who 
lived at Rutherfordton, N. C. At the time 
of his death Trench Coxe was a very rich 
man. He left his son an income of $15,000 
a year and his widow, who now lives in 
Atianta, has a very handsome revenue. 

Frank Coxe has been married twice. His 
first wife was divorced and gets $200 a 
month alimony. A few days ago the second 
wife had him arrested for abandoning her. 

When arrested he at first refused to ac- 
company the officer, and only did so when 
he was threatened with a pistol. Me is a 
large-built man and talks with a pronounced 
southern accent. 

According to his own statement he has 
never done a stroke of work in his life. 
His wife’s maiden name was Edith Scofield. 
She comes from Norwalk, Conn., and Ils now 
living with her mother at the American 
flats. She is diminutive as compared with 
her husband, has a very pretty face and is 
about thirty years old. 

The two met for the first time in a music 
hall in 1887. Coxe was then married and 
was living at Bay Shore, L. I. His wife 
secured a divorce from him during the sum- 
mer of 1887, and in the same year he mar- 
ried Edith Seofield. At that time Coxe had 
an income of about $15,000 from the proper- 
ty which his father left him. During 1887 and 
1888 they lived at the Grenoble at Fifty- 
seventh street and Broadway. They subse- 
quently lived at the Gedney house and other 
hotels until May 28, 1893, when, it is alleged, 
Coxe abandoned his wife. 

Coxe’s General Denial. 

Mrs. Coxe had about five thousand dollars’ 
worth of jewels her husband had given her 
and $300 in cash. Since that time she says 
she has lived upon the money she obtained 
by pawning her jewels, $1,471. She says 
that she is now absolutely penniless. 

Coxe makes a general denial of his wife's 
statement. He says that he never left. her, 
but that on the contrary she deserted him, 
not only once, but six times. About three 
years after they were married, he asserts, 
she became acquainted with a number of 
and from that time on was 
an inveterate follower of the races. She 
squandered his income, he says, and at 
times sent such large commissions into the 


horse owners, 


ring that she became known as the “Little | 


Plunger.”’ 

To his knowledge, he says, she visited 
every race track in the vicinity with the 
exception of Gloucester. Mr, Coxe says 
that his wife allowed hip ?t®: accompany 
her to the races occasionally,. but that as 
a general rule she objected to, his company 
on the ground that he was @ ‘hoodoo.’ 
According to the husband, Mrs. Coxe fre- 
quently left him for days at a time. On 
her return, he says, she would offer no ex- 
planation, but kiss him affectionately and 
say, ‘“‘now, don’t scold, papa.’’ 

The Court's Order. 

After she had gone and come in this way 
five times. Mr. Coxe says he warned her 
that if she repeated the performance it 
would be for the last time. On May 2, 
1893, she left him, he says, and after wait- 
ing for a week at the Gedney house, where 
he was then living, for her to reappear, he 
made nofurther effort toeffecta reunion. 
In one speculation in Cleveland, he says, 
he lost more than $60,000. At the present 
time, he says, he has no money and is liv- 
ing on a monthly allowance of $100 given 
him by his mother. 

At the conclusion of the examination Jus- 
tice Ryan asked Coxe whether he would be 
Willing to live with his wife again. After 
a few moments’ deliberation he announced 
that he would not. The justice then order- 
ed him to pay his wife $8 a week for her 
support. Wmen the magistrate announced 
his decision Mrs. Cexe appeared to be dis- 
appointed and the husband openly expressed 
his disgust. 

Coxe is now’ paying his first wife $200 a 
month, and must continue to do so for the 
remainder of her life. He was also obliged 
to pay her $10,009 in counsel fees when she 
brought her suit for divorce in 1887. Mr. 
Coxe is related to the Cleveland coal deal- 
ers of the same name, although he has 
never had an interest in the firm. At his 
mother’s death her property, estimated to 
be worth $2,000,000, will go to Frank. It 
is his intention to secure a divorce at an 
early date.

They Predict the President Will. Not Sign. 
He Kea HiOwn Counsel Well. |! 

Washington, March  25.—(Special.)—The 
event of the week will be the communication 
from the white house announcing presiden- 
tial action on the seigniorage bill. The best 
information is that Mr. Cleveland will be 
heard from tomorrow or Wednesday. This 
is not unimpeachable information, however, 
for it is never certain to predict any move- 
ment on the part of Mr. Cleveland until he 
has made it. But nobody need be surpris- 
ed if the bil is vetoed. There would be 
much surprise if it were approved. 

To no one, so far as known, has the pres- 
ident said outright what his action will be. 
Upon those who have talked with him in 
any degree of freedom on the subject, he 
has left the invariable impression that he 
will send the bill back to the capitol with 
a@ message announcing his disapproval of 
it. He has also somewhat subtly permit- 
ted it to be understood that he would have 
signed the bill if it had not been so ‘‘ambi- 
guous” in its terms aru had provided simply 
for coining the. seigniorage. It is under- 
stood that he will say this much in his com- 
munication. It is also stated, but this is 
merely a current report, that Mr. Cleve- 
land will say a few words which will more 
than hint that the east is a little too brash 
in financial matters, and just a little too 
much of the opinion that the rest of the coun- 
try must bow down to what it, in a large 
manner, calls the ‘financial centers.’’ 

It is, of course, certain that the president, 
in his message, will endeavor to make out 
as good a case as possible from his point 
of view. Upon his message may depend 
the future course of the silver democrats 
in the house. If, as is believed by nota few, 
he intends that an. ‘‘unambiguous’”’ measure 
providing simply for the coinage of the 
seigniorage would meet his approval, such 
a bill would be put through as soon as pos- 
sible. At any rate, the silver men will be 
heard from. Mr. Bland, their leader, will 
begin to move just as soon as the presi- 
dent’s message is read.

The Mexican government, it is understood, 
has been sounding the American and Asiatic 
nations, which use and preduce silver for 
the purpose of ascertaining their views on 
the subject, intending, eventually, to call 
for a monetary conférence of bimetallic na- 
tions to meet at the City of Mexico to dis- 
cuss the subject and to take such action 
as they may think desirable. 

There is a belief, in well-informed cir- 
cles, that the proposed meeting will take

Btates will participate, although this can- 
not be officially verified. In case the con- 
vention is contined to delegates from South 
and Central America, China and India, it

This reason- 
able time, in the opinion of many South- 
western stockholders. has expired, and re- 
organization seems as far off now as it ever 
was. Interesting developments are expect- 
ed soon.. 

Mr. Comer Given Time. 

Rast weck Reeciver N. E. Harris, of the 
Macon and Northern road, filed a petition 
in the United States court before Judge 
Speer, asking that a construction be placed 
pn the federal statute governing the inter- 
state commerce law to determine whether 
or not the Ceatral road has violated the law 
in refusing to receive through freight from 
the Macon and Northern road.

The 
American Sugar Refinery Company, of New 
Orleans, sted the road for the value of a 
car of sugar, $1,640.38. Per instructions of 
its Macon broker, John Farrar, the company 
shipped a car of sugar to Rogers, Jones 
& Moore, cf Macon. When the sugar ar- 
riyed Rogers, Jones & Moore were notofied 
by Agent Candier, of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia road. The firm said 
it hed not ordered the sugar. Farrar was 
informed of this and said a mistake had 
been made and that the sugar should have 
been shipped to H,. S. Adams & Co., of 
Macon, and Farrar directed the road to 
detiver the sugar on the sidetrack off 
Adams & Co’s warehouse, which was done. 
The sugar was delivered between Adams 
&.Co.’s and the Central City Grocery Com- 
pany. They duly paid for the sugar in Ma- 
con, but the American Sugar Refinery. Com- 
pany never received the money. The refinery 
company then sued the reed for the value 
of the sugar on the-ground that the road

Tom Watson Is to Talk tothe City People 
Soon—Is He Going to Run for the 
United States Senate P 


Augusta, March 25.—(Special.)—The Ma- 
sonic theater has been engaged for Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson, who will visit Augus- 
‘ta on April 5th and make an address to 
the people of.this county on the political is- 
sues of the day, Watson's third party 
followers here have invited him to come. 
It is understood the populist leader of this 
State will not enter the congressional race, 
but his coming is regarded as the opening 
of the campaign in this congressional dis- 
trict. While-Mr. Watson will not oppose 
Major Black's re-election there will be a 
third party candidate for congress. 

The contest ahead is going to be a hot 
one, but will not be as bitter.as the fight 
two years ago. The populist campaign will 
be conducted differently this year. The par- 
ty will fight shy of Richmond county after 
making the nomination and will not run 
any candidates “for county offices here. It 
will try to keep the negroes in the back- 
ground. The populists do not want the 
democrats of this county stirred up, hoping 
to overcome whatever majority is given 
here or elsewhere for the democratic nom- 
inee by big majorities -from third party 
counties. They claim that Watson is com- 


ing here to open up the gubernatorial cam- 


paign, but that he will not even be the 
candidate for that office. 
Incubator Child. 

The Augusta baby that is being ralsed 
in an incubator will be taken out of its 
box tomorrow to be given its clothes and 
start out in real life. Dr. James E. Allen 
is in charge of the case and it is believed 
that the infant is all right. The baby 
has been closely watched since the effort 
to raise it by artificial means was com- 
menced several weeks ago and the doctor 
is well pleased with the progress, of the 
child in the incubator. Every physician 
in this city has critically watched this case. 
There is every reason to believe that Dr. 


; Allen will be successful and the progress 50 


is an important triumph. 
New Waterworks. 

Owing to the rapid growth of Augusta, 
the waterworks, which some years ago 
were considered ample for any emergency, 
have become barely adequate to supply 
50,000 Augustans with the necessary amount 
of water. This state of affairs will, of course, 
make it imperative for the building of a 
new system and that within the next four 
or five years. The new reservoirs will prob- 
amly be located on the heights of Summer- 
ville, about four miles from the city. The 
water will be pumped from Ray's creek, 
a beautibul stream with an abundant flow of 
sweet, pure water, into the aforesaid res- 
ervoirs, whence, with a natural pressure, 
it will gush into the city, furnishing a sup- 
ply for 200,000 people. When the new system 
is built it will compel the tearing up of the 
present mains in the city, for they are not 
large enough to convey the needed water 
or stand the great pressure that would be 
sent from Summerville. The cost of this 
new system, exclusive of the price 
of land for the basis, is estimated at 
about $150,000. 

In the nature of a temporary necessity, 
a stand pipe will be erected to reinforce the 
present works until the new ones can be 
completed. This pipe will cost $65,000. 

Private Property Damaged. 

Broad street, above Hawks gully, which 
has for years been a flat, is being elevated 
to the correct city grade. In some places 
the building up amounts to seven or efght 
feet. Many lots on the south side of the 
street have been well nigh ruined by this 
much needed improvement and to avoid a 
law suit, the matter of damages has been 
referred to an arbitration committee for ad- 
justment. This board consists of Captain 
W. B. Young, cashier of the Savings bank; 
Leonard Phinizy and Mr. Charles S. Baker. 
These gentlemen meet Monday afternoon to 
effect a settlement. 

City Stockade. 

It is understood that a member of council 
will introduce at an early date an ordinance 
to provide a stockade for city prisoners. 
This gentleman and his colleagues in this 
matter are dissatisfied with the present ar- 
rangement with the county and want it 
done away with. 

The reasons they give are that the city 
can keep its own prisoner cheaper than it 
can board them with the county and that 
one of the chief objections to the pres- 
ent system is the fact that colored women, 
who mostly need discipline, get none what- 
ever and no more mind. their present sen- 
tences than they do a holiday. At a muni- 
cipal stockade it would be entirely diferent 
and plenty of work could be found to em- 
ploy them to. the city’s advantage. At 
present they lie up in jail, are fattened 
and enjoy ease to such an extent that it 
locks L.ke putting a premium on crime.

The resurrection is not a 
new doctrine; in the oldest book Job cuts 
near to the core of it in his questions after 
truth. The resurrected body will be such 
as to preserve the identity of the individual. 
Examples of this will be found in the 
analogy of nature; the oak is the acorn in 
resurrection; the butterfly is but the chry- 
salis risen in its new life. The apostle 
could not we'tzh the truth of the great mes- 
sage the spirit spoke through him. This 
corruption shall put on incorruption; this 
mortal shall put on immortality. The great- 
est principle in our religion, as regards the 
resurrection, 1s that the soul has a body, 
but the body itself has no soul. Socrates, 
the philisopher, attained near to the Chris- 
tain doctrine of the resurrection: Christ 
at the tomb of Lazarus spoke plainly to the 
weeping sisters, and yet  prophetically: 
“Thy brother shall live again.” 

At the close of his sermon Dr. 
quoted a part of an oration by Victor Hugo, 
in which the author, by his own happy 
and forcible style, summed his views on 
the resurrection and so spoke the belief 
of the most advanced thinkers upon the 
subject.

The Cat in Freight Rates from the Wsst 
Still. Holds. 


THE GEORGIA ROAD WAS STUBBORN 


But the Augusta Merchants Made it Come 
to Taw-—Other Railroad News 
Pickei Up Here and T bere. 


The coming back of the Loulsville and 
Nashville railroad into the’ Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association will not 
restore the rates on grain from the west 
to Atlanta immediately. 

There will be low rates until April 2d, 
wh is the time fixed by announcement 
for the reductions to be declared off and 
the former rates established again. 

In the meantime the merchants of *At- 
lanta have been enjoying the full benefits 
of the cut in freights and have been laying 
in great stores of grain and grain pro- 
ducts. 

A well-known wholesale man on Alabama 
street was taiking over the situation yester- 
day and remarked that the buyers in this 
region of the south have never been so 
active as they have been since they saw 
that the Louisville and Nashville’s rate 
war would be ended and the rates sent 
up again. The consequence is that nearly 
all of the brokers and wholsale merchants 
have on hand great quantities of grain and 
grain products—enough perhaps to last 
them several months, 

All of the roads entering Atlanta promptly 
met the reduced rates established by the 
Louisville and Nashville while this rate war 
was in progress. It seeims that the mer- 
chants of Augusta, however, did not have 
the auvantages that the Atlanta merchants 
had. The Georgia road, it is said, refused 
to meet the last cut of the Louisville 
and Nashville of 3 cents on the hundred. 
t is well known that the first tumbie in 
rates was 7 cents on the hundred. The 
Georgia met this reduction, but when a 
few days later the Louisville and Nash- 
ville announced another cut of 3 cenis per 
hundred, making the reduction 10 cents 
in all per hunared, the Georgia reiused 
to meet this cut of 3 cents. ‘Lhis stirred up 
the anger of the Augusta Imerchants.

on behalf of the railway companies as could 
be made. Whatever may be the individual 
morality of the particular manager against 
whom Mr. Smith chiefly directs his accu- 
sations, no railway man will question that 
in the railway situation at large there is 
abundant grounds fer everything which 1s 
contained in his most scathing epistie. And 
this is the discouraging thing in the whoie 
situation. 
ye Mr. Smith says: ‘While they’ (that :5 
other members of the association) ‘wouid 
not be willing to say so, many of them 
doubtless believe that instead of withdraw- 
ing from the agreement the management 
of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company should have adopted the methods 
of its competitors, and in that way pre- 
vented the diversion.’ It is this, the exist- 
ence of wkat Mr. Smith calls a ‘strange 
and unjustifiable code’ of ethics, that some- 
times makes any one who has the interests 
of the railways at heart so hopeless of any 
permanent reformation. The disease is So 
wide-spread, the taint so genera}, individ- 
ual acts of dishonesty on the part of an 
occasional traffic official could be forgotten. 
Solitary inctances of demoralization, by 
whatever methods, and isolated rate wars 
are comparatively immaterial, however se- 
rious their immediate financial damage to 
the railway properties may be. It is the 
fact that so many railway officials, railway 
managers and railway presidents have at 
heart a sympathy with the man whe is able 
by breaking his pledged word to steal bus- 
iness which does not belong to him and 
escape detection. It iS not dishoner; only 
‘smartness’ and superior business talent. 
How does that couplet go?

Jime of It at Birmingham. 

The convention of the United Confederate 
Veterans at Birmingham, beginning April 
25th, promises to be one of the most en- 
joyable reunions the old fellows have ever 
had since the days when they used to tell 
jokes around the camp fires at night. 

Announcing the purpose of the reunion, 
Adjutant General George Moorman sends 
out a letter in which he says: 

“Business of the greatest importance de- 
mands careful consideration during the 
fourth annual convention—such as the best 
methods of securing impartial history, and 
to enlist each state in the compilation and 
preservation of the history of her citizen 
soldiery; the benevolent care through state 
aid or otherwise of- disabled, destitute or 
aged veterans and the widows and orphans 
of our fallen brothers-in-arms; the care of 
the graves of our.kKknown and unknown 
dead buried at Gettysburg, Fort Warren, 
Camps Morton, Chase, Douglas, Oakland 
cemetery at Chicago, Johnson’s island, 
Cairo and at all other points, to see that 
they are annually decorated, the headstones 
preserved and protected, and compiete lists 
of the names of our dead heroes with the 
location of their last resting places furnish- 
ed to their friends and relatives through 
the medium of our camps, thus rescuing 
their names from oblivion and handing 
them down in history; the consideration of 
the different movements, plans and means 
to erect a monument to the memory of 
Jefferson Davis, president of the confed- 
erate states of America, also to aid in 
building monuments to other great leaders, 
soldiers and sailors of the south; to aid in 
securing a pension from the states lately 
eomposing the confederate states for Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis; to make such changes 
in the constitution and by-laws as experi- 
ence may suggest, and other matters of 
general interest.
